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Fifth of 
blankets 
in scheme 
are faulty 

MORE than a fifth of electric 
blankets tested by trading 
standards officers in 
Sandwell were found to be 
potentially lethal, it has 
been revealed. 

Cabinet member for 
trading standards Council¬ 
lor Paul Moore said: “These 
are extremely frightening 
results and it shows the 
importance of the testing 
that we do. 

“Faulty electric blankets 
are at best dangerous and 
could easily lead to major 
fires and even death. It is 
vital people take advantage 
of the free testing that we do. 
They know then they can 
sleep safely at night in the 
knowledge that their blanket 
is in good working order.” 

Each year dangerous elec¬ 
tric blankets are considered 
to be a major cause of house 
fires. A staggering 97 per 
cent of these fires are caused 
by electric blankets which 
are more than 10 years old. 

Sandwell Trading Stan¬ 
dards officers carried out a 
five day survey in October in 
partnership with Age UK 
Sandwell, Ideal for All and 
West Midlands Fire. 

The free testing was 
carried out on 205 electric 
blankets of which 45 - 22 per 
cent - were found to be dan¬ 
gerous. 

All of the dangerous blan¬ 
kets were destroyed and 
replaced with new ones. 

Help for the 
out of work 

EXERCISE, dieting and 
healthy eating classes are 
being offered to Sandwell’s 
long-term unemployed in a 
bid to help them find work. 

Organisers say the pro¬ 
grammes improve job¬ 
hunters’ confidence. 

The next course is due to 
start in January, while 18 
people took the course from 
June to October. 

Joe Platow, aged 57, from 
Wednesbury, was one of the 
participants. He said: “I was 
already on a diet as I really 
needed to lose weight but 
now I realise more than ever 
that feeling good about your¬ 
self can actually give you the 
increased motivation to look 
for a job.” 


HOSPITALS CRISIS

HOSPITALS are on the verge of a ‘winter crisis’, according 
to West Bromwich MP Tom Watson, who obtained figures 
showing tens of thousands of people are waiting longer 
than four hours to be seen at A&E departments at Sandwell 
and City Hospitals. 

Almost 18,000 patients waited over the four-hour limit to be seen in 
A&E at hospitals run by Sandwell and West Birmingham Hospitals NHS 
Trust. The figures were revealed as it emerged that 31,000 deaths were 
linked to cold weather last year across the country - up almost a third on 


£i.9m boost 
for town bus 
interchange 

CRADLEY Heath bus interchange is in line 
for a £1.9 million revamp, transport bosses 
have revealed. The interchange, next to the 
town’s railway station, will get the overhaul 
as part of a wider £10m scheme to improve 
bus transport in the area. 

But a planned £3m bus station at Merry 
Hill shopping centre has been shelved as it 
would have been too expensive to build. 

Transport authority Centro which is 
spearheading the scheme, will now meet 
Sandwell Council, bus operators and archi¬ 
tects to thrash out the finer details of what 
commuters at Cradley Heath will see from 
the work, which is expected to start in the 
spring and be finished around Christmas 
next year. The authority has already con¬ 
firmed they are hoping to see a two-way 
system for buses, improved shelters, 
enhanced information and signage, and a 
safer road system. 

Improvements are also planned for the 
nearby junction of Forge Lane and High 
Street and the pedestrian crossings outside 
the interchange, and there are expected to 
be more shelters erected on the railway 
station platforms. Sandwell Council’s 
cabinet member for highways and environ¬ 
ment Councillor Maria Crompton said: “It 
will greatly improve and enhance the bus 
and rail network in Cradley Heath and will 
really bring services well and truly into the 
21st century.” 


the previous year. 

Bosses of the trust, which runs 
Sandwell Hospital in West Bromwich, 
City Hospital in Birmingham and 
Rowley Regis Hospital, insist they are 
confident this winter will not be as dif¬ 
ficult as last year. 

The figures show that 17,792 patients 
waited more than four hours for A&E 
treatment within the trust's area in the last 
12 months. 

The figures cover City Hospital A&E, its 
eye centre and Sandwell Hospital's A&E 
department. 

In total, 1,484 people waited more than 
four hours for treatment in October, which 
West Bromwich East MP Mr Watson said 
was a breach of recommended Government 
guidelines. 

The Government’s target is for 95 per 
cent of patients to be seen within four 
hours of admission to A&E. 

Concerned 

Over the last 12 months, 286 patients 
with eye emergencies at City Hospital had 
to wait more than four hours. 

At City Hospital’s main A&E, 10,909 
patients had to wait longer, while at 
Sandwell Hospital the figure was 6,597. 

Mr Watson said: “I am deeply concerned 
that Sandwell’s walk-in centre also faces 
an uncertain future which will put further 
intolerable pressure on accident and emer¬ 
gency. 

“We are on the verge of a winter crisis in 
the NHS - something we all thought was a 
thing of the past.” 

Sarah Millard, spokeswoman for the 
Sandwell and West Birmingham Hospitals 
NHS Trust, said: “Last winter was a very 
difficult one at the trust, exacerbated by 
noro virus. 

“This winter, we believe we can be signif¬ 
icantly better.”

Tenants 
who buy 
homes on 
increase 

SALES of council houses to 
tenants in Sandwell under 
the Government’s Right to 
Buy scheme are among the 
highest in the country, new 
figures have revealed. 

In total 184 homes were 
bought by tenants in 
2012/13 compared with 76 
the year before. This com¬ 
pares to 119 sold in Wolver¬ 
hampton, up from 60 in 
2011/12. 

But the borough’s deputy 
council leader, Councillor 
Mahboob Hussain, has said 
that national changes to the 
Right to Buy have a ‘major 
impact’ on both the number 
of homes the council has 
available to allocate and on 
its investment programme. 

In addition to Sandwell, 
the highest number of Right 
to Buy sales were in Birm¬ 
ingham, Leeds and 
Sheffield, while the highest 
number of Help to Buy sales 
were in Leeds, Wiltshire, 
Milton Keynes and Reading. 

Housing Minister Kris 
Hopkins said: “We’ve taken 
the tough decisions to tackle 
the deficit, keeping interest 
rates and repossessions 
down, and introduced a 
series of initiatives to help 
build more affordable homes 
and give hard-working 
people a helping hand up the 
housing ladder.” 

Between July and Sep¬ 
tember this year councils 
sold an estimated 2,839 
homes under Right to Buy.

A WOMAN who claimed she was so 
disabled she sometimes needed 
round-the-clock care was actually 
working as a carer herself. 

Despite pocketing almost £28,000 
during the course of her benefits 
scam, she has avoided an immediate 
jail sentence after a judge gave her 
credit for admitting her crime. 

Tina Potter pleaded guilty to dis¬ 
honestly claiming £27,982 in dis¬ 
ability benefits from the Depart¬ 


ment of Work and Pensions - DWP - 
at Sandwell Magistrates Court on 
October 29, despite working as a 
carer at the Everley Home For The 
Elderly in Lyde Green, Halesowen. 

Mr Kulbir Paul, prosecuting, said 
on forms she ‘understated her 
mobility’ and ‘overstated her care 
needs’. Potter, aged 50, from Mea¬ 
dow Walk, Cradley Heath, admitted 
two counts of dishonestly making a 
false statement to obtain a benefit, 


on or about August 6, 2008 and ano¬ 
ther on or about August 13, 2008. 

The claim spanned the period 
from August 6,2008 until December 
25, 2012. Mr Lee Preston, defend¬ 
ing, said Potter had tried to contact 
the DWP to organise repaying the 
money but the department wanted 
to wait for court proceedings. 

Passing sentence, District Judge 
Michael Wheeler said criminals who 
committed similar frauds could 


expect a 24-week jail sentence but 
he reduced that to give credit to 
Potter’s guilty pleas. He sentenced 
her to 16 weeks for both charges to 
run concurrently, but suspended 
that jail term for 12 months. 

He also ordered her to carry out 
12 months’ supervision and ordered 
her to complete a specified activity - 
attending a women’s project for 30 
days.

Hit and run

The following day, Simran 
was admitted to hospital and 
transferred to a paediatric 
surgery bed at Leicester 
Royal Infirmary for an urg¬ 
ent surgical examination. 

Simran, who had received 
surgery to repair a hole in 
her heart the year before, 
died the next day on Septem¬ 
ber 10, 2010 after going into 
a cardiac arrest. 

At a three-day inquest at 
Smethwick Coroner’s Court, 
Black Country coroner Rob¬ 
in Balmain concluded she 
died of a rare complication of 
a congenital heart defect. In 
a narrative verdict he did 
not blame the doctors who 
assessed Simran, saying the 
opportunity to diagnose and 
treat her came too late. 

Speaking following the 
hearing, Simran’s parents 
Jatinder and Tarlochan 
Dhesi paid tribute to their 
‘beautiful, little daughter’. 

Mr Dhesi, aged 41, a coach 
driver, said: “We hope that at 
least systems will now be 
improved in the future as a 
result of her untimely death 
which will hopefully result 
in better treatment for other 
children who attend for 
emergency care at hospital.” 

Representing Birmingh¬ 
am City Hospital, Mr Ben 
Bentley told the inquest that 
procedures had been looked 
at following Simran’s death.

Knife girlfriend in ‘Trade Andrews' threat

A JEALOUS girlfriend who described 
herself as the ‘Trade Andrews’ of her 
partner’s life before knifing him has been 
jailed - after the court heard it was the 
second time she had stabbed him. 

During the ferocious row, Angela Hill 
likened herself to the killer who stabbed her 
fiance Lee Harvey to death before covering 
it up as a frenzied road rage attack. 

Hill was first convicted of assault in 2011 
when she injured Brent Hewitt with an 
eight-inch kitchen knife. Just two years 
later she was hauled back before the courts 
after stabbing him again in the kitchen of 
his home. Hill, of Bennitt Close, West 


Bromwich, pleaded guilty on the day of her 
trial to wounding Mr Hewitt on March 15, a 
day after her suspended sentence for her 
previous conviction came to an end. 

Mr Zaheer Afzal, prosecuting, told 
Wolverhampton Crown Court that Hill and 
Mr Hewitt had been in a relationship for 
around three years, when he invited her 
around to his home for a meal on March 15. 

He said: “There was a mutual jealousy in 
the relationship, and it seems that was the 
reason for the argument. They were both 
very jealous people.” Hill, aged 40, arrived at 
his flat with three quarters of a bottle of 
vodka. Mr Afzal said: “The meal went well 


but, due to the impact of the alcohol, the con¬ 
versation deteriorated into an argument.” 

During this argument Hill phoned a male 
friend to tell him what was happening. Mr 
Afzal said: “Mr Hewitt reacted somewhat 
inmaturely, and told her he had slept with 
another woman.” 

The argument then escalated into a fight. 
“He said her face was contorted with anger, 
her brow was furrowed and her lips were 
pulled tight over teeth,” said the lawyer. 
“She lunged at him during the argument 
whilst holding a small silver kitchen knife. 
He grabbed her hand and sent the knife 
flying. She said to him: ‘I am the Tracie 


Andrews of your life’, and said: ‘if I can’t 
have you, no-one can’.” The court heard 
that Hill went for him again with another 
knife. He eventually overpowered her. Mr 
Hewitt suffered stab wounds to his arm and 
both his legs, and he was bleeding heavily. 
He had to have 18 stitches, and was left on 
crutches for weeks as a result of the attack. 

Miss Sarah Allen, defending, told the 
court that there was violence in the relation¬ 
ship on both sides, and that they both had 
problems with alcohol. She said Hill now 
recognises their relationship was ‘toxic’ and 
fuelled by jealousy. Judge John Warner sen¬ 
tenced her to 10 months in jail. 


Drunk passenger launched 
torrent of abuse at driver 


A PASSENGER who had drunk 12 pints 
launched a torrent of abuse at a bus driver 
after she pulled over when a can of lager was 
opened on board, a court heard. 

James Taplin admitted being drunk when he 
boarded the bus at Cradley Heath Bus Station. At 
11.40pm on November 5 the 27-year-old hurled a 
tirade at bus driver Melanie Worton. 


She said she ‘had never 
been subjected to such abuse 
and aggression in her two 
years in the job’, Sandwell 
Magistrates Court heard. 
Miss Val Hart, prosecuting, 
said Taplin went up to the 
driver saying she was stupid. 

It was claimed he also told 
her to ‘get on with her job 
and drive’ and asked if she 
had ‘mummy and daddy 
problems’, saying both her 
parents were ‘in hell’. The 
victim’s parents had both 
passed away. 

The insults came before 
Taplin - of Hartlebury Road, 
on the Lion Farm Estate, 
Oldbury - eventually left the 
bus with his partner Kerry 
Morris, 24, of the same 
address, which was when 
police arrived. 

The officer approached 
Taplin after they saw him 
urinating on a fence. Miss 
Hart said: “It was at this 
point Miss Morris joined in 
saying ‘you can’t prove it; he 
ain’t done it’.” Magistrates 
were told Taplin told the 
officer ‘don’t talk to my 
woman like that’ and 
became increasingly aggres-

Gone are the 
days when shoplifters were hauled before the courts to 
have their dishonesty dissected in public and their convic¬ 
tions printed in the local newspaper. Oh, the shame. These 
days a first-time shoplifter(and they always claim it’s their 
first time) caught nicking items worth less than £100 is 
issued with a PND, a Penalty Notice of Disorder which is 
little more than a fixed-penalty fine.

FOR a snapshot of modern attitudes to theft from stores, 
have a look at that great national barometer, the Sky News 
website where one contributor thunders: “The only answer 
to this problem is to FIGHT for a DECENT WAGE.”

Try leading a decent, honest life 
and keeping your sticky fingers off other people's property.

MEANWHILE, it emerged this week that we are heading 
for the most debt-ridden Christmas of all time. Total UK per¬ 
sonal debt stands at £1.43 trillion or if you prefer, 
£1,430,000,000,000. Average debt per British household is 
now £54,000, double the level of a decade ago. And just 
when you're thinking of doing something really desperate 
(like paying off some of your debts), along comes a couple 
of new credit cards, announced this week, which don't 
charge any interest for the first 15 months. Just think of the 
debt you can rack up before things turn nasty. Just what we 
need - the lead lifejacket. 

IT is 50 years since President Kennedy was killed in 
Dallas. Over the following five decades, like so many of my 
generation, I have read endless conspiracy theories and 
watched a succession of reconstructions, documentaries 
and movies. Only one came close to persuading me there 
was more to this killing than a single assassin in the Dallas 
book depository. This was Bonar Menninger's book Mortal 
Error: The Shot That Killed JFK, which I reviewed when it 
was published 21 years ago. Menninger believes Lee 
Harvey Oswald fired only two of the three shots heard that 
day in Dallas. The third and fatal shot, he suggests, was 
fired accidentally by secret service agent George Hickey in 
the car behind Kennedy’s who stood up in alarm when he 
heard Oswald’s shots. It is an elegant theory. It explains not 
only why the three shots happened so quickly but why 
several witnesses said they smelt gunpowder in the air at 
street level. Above all, it is a theory which relies not on a con¬ 
spiracy, which would surely have unravelled by now, but on 
a good, old-fashioned cock-up.

Joy for family as bone 
marrow donor is found

THE FAMILY of a youngsters who needed a 
crucial bone marrow transplant have this 
week been celebrating the news that a donor 
has been found. 

Without the crucial, two-year-old Gaurav Bains’ life 
hung in the balance. But last Thursday his delighted 
family revealed a matching donor had been found and 
he will now undergo a transplant within days. 


Boost for 

charity's 

numbers 

THOUSANDS of people 
have joined the bone 
marrow register following 
the appeal to help Gaurav. 

The Anthony Nolan 
charity has seen a 1,200 per 
cent increase in Asian 
people applying to join their 
life-saving bone marrow 
register online - 480 Asian 
people applied to the bone 
marrow register online in 
September and October 
2013 compared to 40 Asian 
people joining the register in 
the same two month period 
in 2012. 

Asian patients in desper¬ 
ate need of a bone marrow 
transplant have just a 40 per 
cent chance of finding a 
match and the appeal aimed 
at highlighting the impor¬ 
tance of Asian people 
signing up. 

Gaurav’s father Sunny 
Bains said: “No-one can 
imagine what it is like to be 
in the position of needing a 
bone marrow donor for your 
child until you experience it. 
We have been very fortunate 
in finding a donor.” 

Bhaveshree Chandegra, 
Asian recruitment manager 
at Anthony Nolan, added: 
“We are absolutely 
delighted that a matching 
donor has been found for 
Gaurav.” 


Relatives of Gaurav laun¬ 
ched a campaign to appeal 
for more bone marrow 
donors to come forward 
after the youngster was 
diagnosed with rare blood 
disorder Monosomy 7 Syn¬ 
drome in June this year. 

Doctors told his family 
that without a bone marrow 
transplant before Christ¬ 
mas, Gaurav is likely to 
develop an aggressive form 
of childhood leukaemia. 

The family has since been 
working with blood cancer 
charity Anthony Nolan to 
appeal for more bone 
marrow donors to step 
forward. 

Gaurav’s father Sunny 
Bains, from Alexandra 
Road, said: “When we were 
told that there was a match¬ 
ing donor, we just couldn’t 
believe it. Our feelings 
towards Gaurav’s donor are 
overwhelming because that 
person is giving Gaurav such 
an important gift. 

“A matching donor means 
that we can go ahead with 
Gaurav’s bone marrow 
transplant. It is a very 
serious procedure but we 
know that it will give 
Gaurav the best possible 
chance at survival.” 

Mr Bains said that doctors 
had found it difficult to find 
a potential donor on the reg¬ 
ister due to the low number 
of Asian people available on 
the list for a transplant. 

And the family had also 
suffered blows as Gaurav’s 
father, mother Gurprit and 
four-year-old sister Kiran 
were found not to be 
matches.

Trees to go in revamp 



Just one car was broken into in one whole 
month in an area which had historically 
been plagued by thieves. 

Police responsible for St Paul’s neigh¬ 
bourhood said there was only own theft 
from a motor vehicle in October, compared 
to eight in the same month last year. Sgt 
Amjad Rasul, from the neighbourhood 
team, said: “St. Paul’s Neighbourhood has 
historically suffered from a relatively high 
level of theft from motor vehicles, vehicle 
crime being the highest crime type in the 
area. 

“In recent months there has been a trend 
of overnight offences, with theft of vehicle 


registration plates and theft from parked, 
unattended, insecure vehicles featuring as 
the two main types of modus operandi. 

“As of November 16 theft from motor 
vehicles is 3.6 per cent down, in the year to 
date.

Scars only skin deep 
as Karl bares his soul 



The word unscarred is tattooed across war hero Karl Hinett’s stomach 


LISA WRIGHT reports on 
Black Country hero Karl 
Hinett who has teamed up 
with Bryan Adams with 
some remarkable results 

The word tattooed across his 
stomach speaks volumes 
about war hero Karl Hinett. 

Although Karl was so badly 
injured in Iraq that he had to learn to 
walk again, the word ‘unscarred’ is 
emblazoned on his torso as a 
reminder of his determination to 
overcome his wounds. 

It is a simple, powerful word summing 
up the spirit of a man who has gone on to 
run countless marathons in aid of charity, 
now candidly displayed framed by his 
shocking scars in a new book by rock star 
Bryan Adams. 

Karl, formerly of Tipton and who now 
lives in Dudley, was invited by Adams to 
strip off to be part of an collection of strik¬ 
ing portraits of injured soldiers called 
Bryan Adams Exposed in Dusseldorf. 

And now the singer has launched a 
book featuring more images called 
Wounded: The Legacy of War. 

As a private with the Staffordshire 
Regiment, Karl, 26, suffered severe 
burns to his hands, legs, arms and face in 
the bombing in 2005 in Iraq. 

Challenges 

His injuries were so bad he had to 
painstakingly learn to walk again. 

But he battled back to compete in 
dozens of gruelling challenges to raise 
money for the hospital that treated him, 
the Queen Elizabeth Hospital, Birming¬ 
ham. Around two years ago he was 
approached by the Canadian to pose in 
the pictures. 

He said: “I have to admit it was quite 
an unusual email I got from him, but as I 
read the details I realised I wanted to 
take part. He wanted to capture images 


of soldiers after war, and it was a really 
interesting and exciting project to be 
part of.” He spent most of the morning 
with the star at his studio, and even had 
breakfast with him. 

He said: “He is a really genuine and 
down to earth guy, and really very 
accommodating, making me feel 
welcome. It was very relaxed, and he 
was very clear about what he wanted.” 

Karl posed topless for the star 
putting his burnt and badly scarred 
skin on full display, as well as his dis¬ 
tinctive tattoos. He added: “He is 


known mostly for his music, but he is a 
really very good photographer and was 
very professional.” 

Karl was photographed individually 
but was one of 25 injured soldiers to 
take part in the project. 

He said: “Looking back it was quite a 
bizarre experience being photographed 
by Bryan Adams, but I am really 
pleased I did it. 

“It was a bit odd posing, but he kept 
it quite relaxed and put me at ease.” 

Karl has raised tens of thousands of 
pounds for charity during his 


mammoth fundraising efforts, running 
100 marathons in two years in aid of the 
hospital charity. 

On New Year’s Day 2011 he started a 
marathon challenge to raise cash for 
Birmingham’s Queen Elizabeth Hospi¬ 
tal, where he was nursed back to health. 

He finished the last gruelling 26.2 mile 
run in Liverpool on New Year’s Eve last 
year. 

Meanwhile, he has also announced he 
will be returning to Iraq in an epic chal¬ 
lenge to mark the 10th anniversary of 
when he was horrifically injured in the 
country. 

The soldier will be taking on a 5,000km 
running challenge called ‘Back 2 Iraq 
2015’ in two years time, which will see 
him run across Europe, Turkey and back 
to the Middle East. 

Collection 

Money will be split between the Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital Birmingham Charity 
and Walking With The Wounded. Karl 
said the idea was formed with fellow par¬ 
ticipant Jules Roberts, 29. 

They plan to run around a marathon a 
day, starting in England, making their 
way through France, Germany, Prague, 
Serbia, Bulgaria, Turkey and then on to 
Iraq. 

The book was launched earlier this 
month and is a collection of photographs 
and first person accounts from service¬ 
men and women who have cheated death 
whilst serving their country in Iraq and 
Afghanistan. 

The photography for the book was 
taken by Bryan Adams and the words 
were edited by ITN journalist Caroline 
Froggatt who first approached Bryan 
with the idea to do something to help 
wounded soldiers in 2008. The book has 
taken five years to make and includes 
more than 100 photographs of 40 
wounded servicemen. 

It is published by German publishers 
Steidl and cost £50. 

Proceeds from the book will go to the 
services charities BLESMA, Blind Veter¬ 
ans UK, Combat Stress, SSAFA and War 
Child.

Description 
of 'gunman 1

HOAX calls to police don’t require a lot of 
intelligence but prankster Jamie Bagnall 
managed to get it wrong. 

Armed officers were called to Law Street in West 
Bromwich in July after receiving a report of a man 


with a gun. 

Officers couldn’t find the 
‘gunman’, but did track 
down the caller - because 20- 
year-old Bagnall’s descrip¬ 
tion of the armed man’s 
clothing was the same as 
what he was wearing, 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard.

“When officers searched 
the defendant they found a 
mobile phone on him but it 
didn’t have a sim card. 
“They took him to the police 
station and carried out a 
search and they found a sim 
card tucked into his shoe. 

“The defendant said the 
call was made by a cousin. 
When they questioned him

about the sim card in his 
shoe he said he didn’t know 
it was there and that his 
cousin must have placed it 
there. The police discovered 
that the call had been made 
from the sim card in the 
defendant’s shoe.” 

Ms Jones said that 
Bagnall had breached a sus¬ 
pended sentence for armed 
robbery given to him by 
Warwick Crown Court. 

Mr James Turner, defend¬ 
ing, said: “My client is in 
receipt of benefits of £130 
every fortnight. He has to 
pay rent to a landlord and 
has to pay for groceries on 
top of that.” 

Bagnall of Pershore Road, 
Selly Oak, Birmingham, 
pleaded guilty to a charge of 
the wasteful deployment of 
police at Warley Magistrates 
Court last month. 

He was sentenced to a 
two-year supervision order 
and must pay £100 costs and 
a victim surcharge of £60.

Chainmaker's 
legacy to live 
on at village 


THE legacy of a celebrated chainmaker will 
live on at a new retirement village being built 
near a park he helped to create. 

Midland Heart has started work on the develop¬ 
ment of 120 homes next to Homer Hill Park in 
Cradley. The developer has announced plans to name 
the access road to the development after Benjamin 


Hodgetts. 

The businessman and 
chainmaker helped pur¬ 
chase the land for the park 
in 1920. He was also chair¬ 
man of Cradley Parish 
Council which was abolished 
in the mid 1920s. 

The land has been 
managed by the Homer Hill 
Recreation Ground Trust 
ever since and this subse¬ 
quently came under the 
control of Dudley Council 
over the years. The new road 
will be called Benjamin 
Drive according to a report 
drawn up by transport chief 
Khurshid Ahmed. 

It said: “Benjamin Hod¬ 
getts was a well-known 
chain maker who died in 
1926. He was assigned to 
buy land at Homer Hill for 
recreation while chairman 
of Cradley Parish Council. It 
was thought that he lent his 
own money for this 
purpose.” 

The development is being 
built on the site of the

former Cradley High School. 
Construction work began in 
July on the complex which 
will feature a range of facili¬ 
ties including a bar, coffee 
shop, restaurant, activity 
hall, gym and library. The 
apartments would be avail¬ 
able to buy or rent, with the 
development due to be com¬ 
pleted in the spring of 2015. 

The development in 
Cradley follows in the foot¬ 
steps of similar schemes - 
Broad Meadow in Mid- 
dlepark Road, Russells Hall 
and Willowfields in White- 
house Street, Coseley. 

Plans were given the go 
ahead in March this year, 
despite opposition from resi¬ 
dents living near the site, off 
Slade Road, on grounds they 
thought it was unsuitable 
for the development and it 
would cause disruption. The 
Friends group for the nearby 
Homer Hill Park had also 
objected to the scheme.

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Ex-housing chiefs received £210,000

TWO former housing bosses 
who took voluntary redun¬ 
dancy walked away with 
payouts of a combined 
£210,000, it can be revealed. 

The money was given to 
Sandwell Homes’ former 
interim chief executive Paul 
Field, who had been picking 
up a salary of £109,873, and 
the organisation’s director of 
asset management John 
Clayton, whose salary banding 
was from £85,490 to £101,687. 

Both volunteered for redun¬ 
dancy before Sandwell 
Council took over responsibil¬ 


ity for council housing in 
January. The payouts have 
been rev-ealed in the organisa¬ 
tion’s final set of accounts. 
They show termination bene¬ 
fits for its executive managers 
were £210,000 in the nine 
months up to January 1. Both 
Mr Field and Mr Clayton took 
voluntary redundancy on 
December 31 last year. 

Last year the council said 
moving Sandwell Homes’s 
work ‘in house’ would save 
£262,000 a year as three senior 
manager roles would be mer¬ 
ged into one inside the council.

Teenage burglar was 
linked by fingerprints 


A BURGLAR who helped 
steal around £20,000 of jew¬ 
ellery, cash and a diamond 
ring during a house break- 
in was caught almost two 
years later thanks to finger¬ 
prints left at the scene, a 
court heard. 

Qasim Hussain had his finger¬ 
prints taken after being stopped 
by police on an unrelated 
matter, which subsequently 
linked him to the house burglary 
in Tipton. 

Hussain had only been 16 at the 
time when he joined others to force 
entry into a house in Park Lane 
East, at around 4pm on March 9, 
2012. 

The bathroom window had been 
forced to allow one of the group 
inside to let the others into the prop¬ 
erty, the court was told. 


The family eventually forced their 
way in to find their bedrooms ran¬ 
sacked with clothes pulled from cup¬ 
boards and draws. 

Ms Suki Ruck, prosecuting at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court, said 
the family returned to find around 
£1,000 in cash had been taken along 
with £20,000 of jewellery . 

“The defendant was incriminated 
by his fingerprint which had been 
left on a black bin liner containing 
clothes found inside the bedroom,” 
Ms Ruck said. 

Hussain, of Wellington Road, 
Tipton, pleaded guilty to one charge 
of burglary and appeared in court 
last week for sentence. 

Judge Martin Walsh sentenced 
him to 12 months imprisonment, 
suspended for two years, and 
ordered him to complete 160 hours 
unpaid work. Miss Kate Thomas, 
defending, said Hussain, who is now 
aged 18, was led by ‘peer pressure’ to 
take part in the burglary.

Bygone days in frame 


THIS week’s Memory Lane 
takes a look back at bygone 
days of Great Barr, Lyndon and 
Tantany, thanks to the latest 
offering from Terry Price: West 
Bromwich Recollections. 

Terry has put together some remark¬ 
able pictures, firstly of Fairyfield House, 
which can be seen (picture 1) in this pho¬ 
tograph from April 1949. 

The building dates from about 1780 
and is a fine example of 18th Century 
Strawberry Hill gothic style architec¬ 
ture. 

According to Terry, the premises are 
still functional today, having been con¬ 
verted into flats in about 1966. 

Meanwhile, tucked away in an 
unmade part of Linden Avenue was an 
unassuming little general grocery store 
(picture 2) occupied at the time of this 
photo in 1960 by Roland and Hilda 
Marian Greaves. It has since been con¬ 
verted into a private dwelling. 

Staying on the same theme, (picture 


3), Bosley’s Stores in Birmingham Road 
was an impressive-sized premises with 
John Bosley himself seen on the 
doorstep in around 1935. His family 
business was situated near to the corner 
of Newton Road and the rear of the Scott 
Arms public house is just visible on the 
extreme left of the picture. 

Next, (picture 4) we see the junction of 
Walsall Road with Queslet Road in 
around 1950. Prominent is the grocery 
store of D Edis, with their speciality ice 
cream. 

Finally another building which was 
prominent in the area is the Allen Memo¬ 
rial Congregational Church (picture 5) 
seen here in about 1935, on the corner of 
Newton and Hamstead Roads. It was 
originally the site of a Methodist chapel 
built in 1808, and had various roles, for 
various religions.

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Council can't keep a lid 
on latest bin characters

IS IT A bird? Is it plane? No... 
it’s a rubbish bin. Super¬ 
heroes - and supervillains - 
come in all shapes and sizes, 
and now a new fantastic four 
have been employed to take 
out the trash - literally. 

The four different kinds of 
rubbish bins in Sandwell - three 
good bins, one bad bin - have been 
turned into new cartoon heroes to 
encourage children and other resi¬ 
dents to recycle. 

They will be taking to the streets of 
the borough as part of a new Litter 
Watch campaign, which includes an 
interactive comic book in which chil¬ 
dren can help to decide the story lines. 

The three heroes and one villain 
have been created based on how resi¬ 


dents should currently be recycling - 
one hero is a small brown bin, for food 
waste, another is green for garden 
waste, and the third is blue for paper, 
glass and other recycling. 

The baddie is the grey bin - he takes 
waste that cannot be recycled and 
must be taken to landfill. 

It is all part of the initiative from 
Litter Watch, Sandwell Council and its 
waste partner Serco, to get people to 
use the three ‘good’ bins more and the 
grey bin less. 

Excited 

The characters will now form part of 
Litter Watch’s education programme, 
with children from Wood Green Junior 
School in Wednesbury and Christ 
Church Junior School in Oldbury 
helping to launch the initiative this 
week. 


Alicia Wingfield, project manager of 
Litter Watch, said: “We are so excited 
about launching these characters. We 
think they will capture people’s imagi¬ 
nation and help hit the message home 
about recycling. Children especially 
absorb information that is presented in 
a fun and imaginative way. ” 

A comic-style newsletter has been 
created to highlight the importance of 
recycling and will be available online. 

Cabinet member for highways and 
environment Councillor Maria Cromp¬ 
ton said: “This is a great scheme and 
one that really brings home the recy¬ 
cling message.” 

Jason Holtom, partnership director 
for Serco, added: “We love working 
with Litter Watch on these types of 
projects as they are really imaginative. 
Children are great ambassadors and 
they take the message home with them 
to their families.”

Heights of success for leisure site

Council chiefs in topping out ceremony 


A NEW-BUILD, state-of-the-art 
leisure centre has reached a major 
milestone in its construction, 
ahead of its planned opening in the 
summer. 

A ‘topping out’ ceremony was held 
for the new West Bromwich Leisure 
Centre - meaning the building has now 
reached its highest point. A sign with 
the name of the centre was also 
unveiled. 

And those behind the centre, on 
Moor Street, have said they are on 
schedule for completion of the £ 12.5 


million facility next year. Peter 
Kirkham, from Sandwell Council’s 
project construction partner DC 
Leisure, said: “Construction is on 
track, the roofs are on and it’s all on 
programme, we have no problems and 
the target is to have it completed in 
early summer. 

“The employment opportunities for 
the residents of West Bromwich will be 
good when it is opened. 

“We would expect to employ 95 per 
cent of staff from the local area, with 
probably 100 jobs being available.” 

When open the leisure centre will 


have a six-lane, 25 -metre swimming 
pool, as well as a learner pool with an 
adjustable floor that can be raised or 
lowered, meaning it can be used by 
those of all ages and ability. 

There will also be two multi-purpose 
studios, a 100 station fitness suite, a 
cafe and a children’s adventure play 
area. 

Mr Kirkham added: “It’s unique in 
that we are having to develop on quite 
a tight site in a highly populated area, 
and we are expecting a lot of people to 
participate - around 600,000 visitors 
per year.”

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Mini power 
station will 
be first of its 
kind in the UK 


A £13 MILLION mini power station that con¬ 
verts waste into electricity will be the ‘first of 
its kind in the UK’ when work starts next year. 

The landmark project in Portway Road, Wednes- 
bury was unanimously approved at Sandwell 
Council’s planning committee. 


The site’s current 
owners, Humphries Hold¬ 
ings, a demolition firm and 
their partners Broadcrown 
will work together to turn 
two empty industrial units 
into a power plant that will 
operate 24 hours a day. 

Waste will be delivered to 
the plant, weighed, recor¬ 
ded and sorted to remove 
rubble or metal compo¬ 
nents. Materials will also be 
removed and taken else¬ 
where to be recycled. 

Plans for the site include 
the construction of a 91ft- 
high chimney, new offices and 
a gatehouse. 

The site is expected to 
process around 60,000 tons of 
waste every year from build¬ 
ing sites and local industry, as 
well as biomass and some 
waste from other authorities. 

The majority of the waste 
it will process would usually 
be sent to landfill, but by 
using a process known as 
gasification, it will be turned 
into fuel using steam that will 
power generators.

It is estimated that each 
year around 90 per cent of the 
waste will be turned into heat 
and 3.5 megawatts of electric¬ 
ity that will be pumped back 
into the grid. 

Ward Councillor Peter 
Hughes said: “The plant will 
be the first of its kind in the 
UK. This area was at the fore¬ 
front of the industrial revolu¬ 
tion and this development 
will put the town back in the 
forefront for renewable 
energy.” 

At an exhibition held in 
September residents wel¬ 
comed the plans for the 
former engineering site to be 
turned into a power station, 
despite an increase in traffic 
that could see 44 truck move¬ 
ments a day. 

Fellow Wednesbury Coun¬ 
cillor Elaine Costigan added: 
“I’m so pleased with the deci¬ 
sion. They’ve done similar 
jobs all over the world. It’s 
going to be great for the 
area.”

Campaign has threat to 
free travel in its sights 


A CAMPAIGN is being 
launched against ‘terrible’ 
plans to strip Black Country 
pensioners of free train and 
tram travel and cut funding 
for Ring and Ride services. 

The proposal is part of a £14 
million package of cuts revealed by 
Centro. 

The organisation, funded by coun¬ 
cils in the West Midlands, says it has to 
slash the budgets for ‘discretionary’ 
travel. 

Under its cost-cutting plans, fares 


for children on buses would rise from 
half an adult fee to two thirds, while 
funding for the Ring and Ride service 
would be reduced. 

The authority said it also had the 
option of scrapping funding for chil¬ 
dren’s bus fares and Ring and Ride, 
which provides a door-to-door service 
for older people. 

Scrapping 

Free bus travel for pensioners and 
the disabled will be protected because 
it is required by law. 

But Centro had previously gone 
further by extending it to trams and 


trains using its own budgets. Walsall 
councillor and former mayor Richard 
Worrall, who has previously led calls 
for the National Pensioners’ Conven¬ 
tion for free bus travel for senior citi¬ 
zens, revealed he would campaign for 
Centro to have a rethink. 

He said: “If there is a 25 to 30 per 
cent cut to funding for Ring and Ride 
then there’s not going to be a lot left. 

“The service is staring oblivion in 
the face so I am organising a campaign 
to limit the damage done. 

“I am very angry at the cuts being 
imposed by the Government. It is 
absolutely terrible.”

The Kaos PDR 1 DAB/FM radio Ear warmer headphones from Midland 


SPORTS fans in par¬ 
ticular would benefit 
from the Kaos PDR 1 
portable radio, a 
pocket-sized digital 
and FM radio with 
rechargeable battery. 

But if you like music, 
you should also be happy 
with the sound quality of 
this small but versatile 
radio that picks up DAB 
stations. 

The PDR 1 is easy to 
operate and also has the 
benefit of a Micro SD card 
slot, enabling the recording 
of radio programmes, ideal if 
you are unexpectedly 
interupted five minutes into 
The Archers. 

MP3 

The recordings can then 
be listened to on the player 
or the MP3 files can be 
transferred to a computer 
via the built-in USB port if 
you want to archive your 
recording. 

The supplied headphones 
also act as an antenna, so 
don’t expect to use the PDR 
1 as a bathroom or kitchen 
radio via a plug-in speaker 
because the signal will die 
unless you’re right next to it. 

The radio does not feel 
robust but does have a good 
battery life and a decent 
graphic display. 

For sports fans who want 
to keep abreast of the scores 
or musos who can’t bare to 
be separated from Radio 6, 
this is a good gadget at a 
good price, widely available 
on the net for under £50. 


SleepPhones from the 
superbly named American 
company AcousticSheep 
aims to help those who need 
music to get off to sleep but 
can’t abide chunky head¬ 
phones or the feel of 
earbuds. 

Basically, it is a washable 
wicking headband with 
intergrated wireless padded 
speakers. The sound quality 
was OK and the device pairs 
via Bluetooth with many 
smartphones and comput¬ 
ers. There is a micro USB 
charging cable. 

You can also download 
relaxing audio from the 
maker’s own website. 

One important point 
though, if you share your 
bed with someone else then 


they will have to be pretty 
understanding because the 
sound does leak somewhat. 

Also, I am not totally con¬ 
vinced I could fall asleep 
with something that feels 
like a pair of socks wrapped 
around my head, or as 
AcousticSheep call them: 
pyjamas for your ears. 

You can find them online 
for under £70. The wired 
version costs around £29. 

If you want to keep your 
ears warm this winter whilst 
also enjoying your favourite 
sounds, you could try 
Midland’s SubZero com¬ 
bined earwarmer and hi-fi 
stereo headset. 

Available in a series of 
designs, from red to camou¬ 
flage, this iPhone compati¬ 


ble and adjustable set of 
comfy cans slip onto the 
back of the head, the band 
on your nape, and the furry 
ear pads really do keep your 
lugs snug. 

They come complete with 
inline mic for taking calls 
and another cable with two 
pin plug for connecting to 
devices such as walkie- 
talkies. These winter 
warmers should be a must- 
have gadget for joggers who 
brave freezing tempera¬ 
tures.

WHO’D have thought it, that the 
awkward young man with a synth 
who had a hit in 1979 with Are 
Friends Electric? under the name 
Tubeway Army, would become one 
of rock’s great survivors. 

He always seemed a bit of an out¬ 
sider in the ‘80s, despite his pioneering 
electronic rock, but those who lost 
touch with Gary Numan after his other 
massive hit, Cars, may be surprised to 
discover he has prospered in the 
shadows. 

Numan, through being an early 
influence on bands such as Nine Inch 
Nails, Marilyn Manson and the rein¬ 


vented and heavily tattooed Depeche 
Mode, was wholeheartedly adopted by 
those other outsiders, the industrial 
rock and goth crowd. It was a marriage 
made in, well, maybe not heaven given 
the doom and dystopian tendencies of 
his songs. 

The kohl-eyed and black-clad 
rockers rubbed shoulders with nostal¬ 
gic 50somethings as Numan - or 
Nooooooman, as his fans chant - put 
on an impressive one hour and 45 
minute performance at the Wulfrun. 

Blacker of hair and musical mood 
than before, he contorted like Iggy Pop 
when not playing guitar on hunched 
over a keyboard. The bank of video 
screens flashed up sinister and dis¬ 
turbing images, including at one point 


concentration camp victims. This was 
no jolly nostalgia show. 

I knew few of his new songs but 
material from latest album Splinter - 
subtitled Songs From A Broken Mind 
and featuring a Jack the Ripper-like 
image of Numan - was impressive as 
his three-piece rhythm section and two 
fellow keyboardists cranked up a 
mighty melodic wall of sound. 

Long-term fans will have recognised 
Down In The Park and I Die You Die 
from earlier in his career but they had 
to wait until the encores for Cars and 
Are Friends Electric? 

But it was fitting that he ended with 
a new song, the epic and elegiac My 
Last Day.

Robbie swings back 
into the nation's hearts 
M! 


I any Robbie Williams fans have 
their favourite standout gig, 
whether it’s his 2001 Royal 
Albert Hall show, in which he belted 
out classic Swing When You’re 
Winning tracks, or the 2003 
Knebworth show, captured on the 
DVD What We Did Last Summer. 

Obviously there’s been a lot of water 
under the bridge since then, with his 
contribution to Take That’s superb 
Progress tour, and his more recent 
solo work. 

For many, his take on Frank Sinatra, 
Dean Martin and Sammy Davis Jr’s 
classics was a career highlight 12 
years ago, and on November 8 there 
was a sense that things had come full 
circle. 

Of course not everyone was able to 
get to the London Palladium to 
witness his latest evening of swing 
music, so Robbie Williams One Night 
at the Palladium is a chance to see 
what you missed. 

Performing tracks from new album 
Swings Both Ways, he is joined by 
special guests Lily Allen and Rufus 
Wainwright and Muppets Kermit the 
Frog and Miss Piggy. 


“Moi is always thrilled to perform at 
the Palladium, no matter who I have to 
share the stage with,” remarked the 
porcine superstar. “But being up there 
with moi’s dear friend Robbie Williams 
and Kermie will make this night even 
more spectacular!” 

Well, quite. 

Williams has suffered many highs 
and lows since he last belted out a 
load of swing classics for a paying 
audience. 

In 2002, his mammoth £80million 
contract with EMI was one of the 
biggest music deals in history. 

The album Escapology, co-penned 
with Guy Chambers, included a 
couple of crackers in Come Undone 
and Feel. Both peaked at number four 
in the UK charts, while the album itself 
was a huge hit worldwide, topping the 
charts in more than a dozen 
countries, including here. 

His 2005 album Intensive Care was 
also a global smash, but a year later 
many fans were disappointed with his 
follow-up, Rudebox. 

Despite impressive production from 
the likes of Mark Ronson and the Pet 


Shop Boys, it looked like Robbie pre¬ 
empted his fate and ‘came undone! 

By 2009 he scraped back some 
credibility with the album Reality Killed 
the Video Star, a project boosted by the 
work of super producer Trevor Horn. 

Admittedly the track Morning Sun 
struggled in the UK charts, but Bodies 
was much stronger, hitting number 2. 

In 2010, his long-awaited reunion 
with Take That saw Williams back on 
form, both on the album Progress, and 
their stunning tour, which left each of 
the five band members a reported 
£7million better off. 

Having healed a much-publicised rift 
with Gary Barlow, their duet Shame 
won over Take That fans, while 
Barlow-penned 2012 track Candy saw 
Robbie back at the top of the charts 
for the first time since 2004’s Radio. 

Now, with old mate Guy Chambers 
back on board as songwriter, it looks 
like the 39-year-old has bounced back 
from the brink once more. 

So, if this new century keeps 
bringing you down, settle back and 
enjoy as one of Blighty’s greatest 
showmen works his magic once more.

A Great British Christmas with Sarah Beeny 
Channel 4, 8pm 

Should Kirstie Allsopp be feeling worried? For the 
past couple of years, she’s normally cropped up on 
Channel 4 in December with her own festive 
special. But this year, she’s been gazumped by 
fellow property expert Sarah Beeny, who is getting 
in first with her own one-off Christmas documentary. 
Sarah, her artist husband Graham Swift and their 
four children are exploring how festive celebrations 
have changed over the past 200 years. They are 
particularly keen to discover how previous 
generations would have marked the season in their 
stately home, Rise Hall in East Yorkshire, which the 
clan have spent 10 years restoring. However, they’ll 
also be looking further afield for yuletide rituals, as 
they learn more about the historical context of 
everything from garlands to cards. 

Ripper Street 
BBC1,9pm 

Poor Drake. His work life is beset by violence and 
the sight of grisly deaths - and now it seems he 
won’t be getting much comfort in his home life. Since 
Ripper Street returned to our screens, Drake has 
been happily married to Bella - but a blast from her 
past is about to turn their world upside down. 
Meanwhile, Reid asks Jewish mathematician Isaac 
Bloom for help when it becomes clear that 
somebody is trying to upset the fragile peace 
among Whitechapel’s diverse communities by 
burning the local churches and synagogues to the 
ground. Reid has dealt with many weird occurrences 
during his police career, but what Bloom tells him 


about these attacks would shock even the most 
hard-bitten and hard-hearted detective... 

TUESDAY 

Pilgrimage with Simon Reeve 
BBC2, 9pm 

Having navigated the Equator and the Indian 
Ocean, surely it was time for Simon Reeve to 
explore somewhere closer to home. The affable 
presenter does just that in his new series, which 
sees him retracing the adventures of our ancestors. 
The series commences with Reeve embarking on 
a 500-mile journey from Lindisfarne to Canterbury. 
From there, he travels to Lincoln and London, 
where he joins up with Chaucer fans for the last 
leg, made famous by the Canterbury Tales. 

Along the way, Reeve uncovers the real reason 
that many medieval peasants undertook 
pilgrimages: it was an excuse to leave their 
working lives behind and see the country - 
something most of us can appreciate today. 


WEDNESDAY 
28 Up South Africa 
ITV, 10.35pm 

Over the years - and there have 
been quite a few of them - the Up 
series has made for sensational 
viewing and been massively 
influential. Ever since 1964, the 
documentary, originally a social 
study, has returned every seven 
years to focus on a varied group of 
people. It has been a huge hit 
with audiences. Tonight, we’re 


updated on the personal journeys of a group of 
young people born in South Africa during the 
apartheid era. The country in the meantime has 
become fully integrated, and those same children 
are now 28. We’re about to hear how new 
opportunities have opened up for them as they’ve 
journeyed through their 20s, and how they now 
lead very different lives. Among them, Lizette says 
her coal-mining town is the worst place on Earth, 
while Olwethu discusses her marriage, and Willem 
talks sport now that he’s a rugby union 
international for the Springboks. 

THURSDAY 
Keeping Britain Safe 24/7 
BBC1, 8.30pm 

‘ Most of us go through life without giving 
much of a second thought to what 
barriers stand between us and 
catastrophe at any given moment. This 
documentary pays tribute to 
the unsung individuals 
who keep those barriers 
in place, through their 
tireless work - be they 
the firefighters kept 
busy on Bonfire Night 
1 or the midwives 
dealing with an 
autumnal baby boom. 
Julia Bradbury and 
Matt Allwright are the 
presenters championing 
their causes, and they also 
turn the spotlight 



on railway workers that keep the country moving in 
the face of those dreaded leaves on the line. 

FRIDAY 

Wild Burma: Nature’s Lost Kingdom 
BBC2, 9pm 

It’s safe to say, we’re a little bit jealous of wildlife 
filmmakers Gordon Buchanan and Justine Evans, 
who are currently enjoying exploring deep into the 
little-known jungle wilderness of Burma. Still, it 
might not be quite the same thing, but at least we 
get to follow them every step of the way with this 
series. In the second instalment, Gordon and 
Justine make their way into the mountains of 
western Burma in search of the sun bear, the 
Asian golden cat and the clouded leopard. 
Meanwhile, zoologist Ross Piper and his team 
continue their mission to form a wildlife survey in 
the hope that they’ll eventually present it to the 
government of Burma, and undercover filming in a 
border town leads them to a shocking discovery. 

Live at the Apollo 
BBC1,9.30pm 

It’s not like 8 Out of 10 Cats star Sean Lock struggles 
as a comedian, but if the punchlines ever did dry up 
he could have a career as an impressionist - at least 
he does if this edition of the stand-up show is 
anything to go by, which sees him adopt an eerily 
convincing Bruce Forsythe and a suitably over-the-top 
Bruno Tonioli.

Performance and economy in a Mercedes 


DRIVING a good-looking or 
arresting car often attracts admir¬ 
ing glances. Occasionally, the 
attention can be unwelcome. 
Here’s a case in point. 

I rented a house in the south of France for 
a holiday earlier this year and drove down in 
a Mercedes CLA. 

What a lovely trip it was going to be. And 
indeed it was, except for one incident on my 
way out just south of Lyon. 

I was driving along a dual carriageway 
and overtook a rather battered looking small 
French car. The vehicle then proceeded to 
overtake mine and its occupants gestured 
for me to pull over. 

Suspicious of their motives, I immediately 
took advantage of the car’s power to leave 
others standing and left them well behind. 

I was driving the CLA 220 CDI, the only 
diesel model available, which has excellent 
in-gear acceleration, as I discovered. This is 
especially true in sport mode, which I 
quickly engaged, where the throttle 
response and gearshifts from the dual¬ 
clutch gearbox are sharp indeed. It will also 
get up to 62mph in 8.1 seconds. 

Aside from needing that speed of 
response, this is a car that loves cruising 
around town and eating up those hundreds 
of miles very comfortably when driving 
through France. And when you get stuck in 
the holiday traffic on the bottlenecks to the 
sun, the stop/start saves you plenty of fuel. 
And speaking of fuel, for a car of this size and

capability, consumption is very healthy and 
gives you more money to spend on wine to 
bring back. 

On the motorway run I got close to 60mpg 
on the journey there and again on the way 
back with a boot full of Provencal rose. 

Add low C02 emissions to the economy 
and it is an attractive option for company car 
drivers. And when winding through the hills 
of Provence the car, with its accurate steer¬ 
ing, is very sporty with low-roll cornering 
and keen front-end bite giving a very enjoy¬ 
able ride. 

Combination 


There’s no denying that it is a striking car 
with a combination of short overhangs, a 



every angle. 

Two trim levels are available in the UK. 
Top-spec AMG Sport models have five-spoke 
AMG alloys, a silver pin grille and slightly 
deeper bodywork and the entry-level Sport, 
as driven by me, is attractive enough. 

Inside it’s as stylish as the outside with 
sports seats giving a low seating position 
that adjusts every which way to get the 
perfect position for every driver, plus quality 
materials and finish. There are several 


driving assistance systems (some standard 
and some options) which reduce the driver’s 
workload. 

Standard-fit features for the coupe 
include Attention Assist - drowsiness detec¬ 
tion (and that worked with me after a long 
stint behind the wheel with me thinking I’ll 
just go on to the next services when I really 
did need to take a break) and radar-based 
Collision Prevention Assist with adaptive 
Brake Assist. 

If the warnings don’t work this latter 
feature combines with Distronic Plus to 
become Collision Prevention Assist Plus, 
incorporating an additional function. 

When a danger of collision persists and 
the driver fails to respond, the system 
brakes at speeds of up to 124mph, reducing 
the severity of collisions with slow or sta¬ 
tionary vehicles. 

The system also brakes in response to sta¬ 
tionary vehicles at a speed of up to 19mph 
and is able to prevent rear-end collisions at 
speeds of up to 12mph. And safety is more 
and more becoming the name of the game 
when choosing which car to go for. 

Established assistance systems, such as 
Adaptive Highbeam Assist and the Lane 
Tracking package with Blind Spot and Lane 
Keeping Assist, are also available for the 
CLA. 

My conclusion? It’s an excellent motor¬ 
way cruiser, likes the town, loves the country 
and has a nice balance between performance 
and economy. Prices start at £24,355 on the 
road.

Take Note 
of this new 
star on the 
city streets

THE British-built Note has proven to be one of 
Nissan’s biggest hits and the second genera¬ 
tion model looks to build on that success with 
a different twist. 

The Nissan Note moves towards the conventional 
supermini in second generation guise but it’s still set to 
be a family favourite. 

Better quality, sharper styling, interesting safety gear 
and a fascinating three-cylinder engine with a decou¬ 
pling supercharger are the order of the day here. 

Certain cars were always going to be hits from the 
moment the designer’s pen left the sketchpad. The 
success of others wasn’t so easy to predict. Nissan’s Note 
falls into the latter category. Yes, it’s clearly a well-built 
family car that appealed across a broad customer base, 
but that could be said of a number of its rivals. Where 
the British-built Note scored was in offering Nissan’s 
renowned build quality at very accessible prices, build¬ 
ing on the success of the Micra, a formula subsequently 
reprised by the massive-selling Qashqai and Juke 
crossovers. 

Nissan is a company renowned for its engineering 
innovation but sometimes that hi-tech approach fails to 
filter down to its more everyday models. Not this time. 
Take the petrol engines in this Note. The entry-level is 
a three-cylinder 1.2-litre 80PS unit. So far so unexciting. 
But you can also buy a version of this engine, the 1.2- 
litre DIG-S, with a supercharger that boosts power to 
98PS. Ah, but aren’t superchargers notoriously fuel- 
hungry things, running all the time whether you need 
them or not? Most are but not this one which uses a 
clutch pack to disengage the supercharger when 
running at low speeds. 

This engine also uses the Miller Cycle, a system which 
keeps the inlet valves open longer to help efficiency, as is 
also offered with CVT automatic transmission. Should 
you prefer, you can also get a 90PS 1.5-litre diesel 
engine. 

The Note has been extensively developed in Europe to 
offer a driving experience that’s right for our road con¬ 
ditions. With a distinct set-up from that of the Japanese 
and US market, the European version has unique steer¬ 
ing, suspension and chassis settings. The 1.2-litre DIG- 
S model has further dynamic tweaks for an even more 
engaging experience. 

Expensive 

The old Note was a neatly styled if somewhat anony¬ 
mous-looking thing. The latest car has a good deal more 
styling going on and a more expensive look and feel, both 
in and out. The chrome grille that seems to take a bite 
out of each headlight, the nicely chamfered wheel arches 
and the detail lines in the flanks that help avoid a slab- 
sided look. 

Nissan calls this the ‘Squash Line’ because it was 
apparently inspired by the angles a squash ball takes 
around a court. 

There’s not too much squashing going on inside. 
There’s a decent amount of room and the materials 
quality has improved considerably, although some of the 
minor switchgear still looks old and cheap. 

The dash is all hard-finish plastic, although the piano- 
black centre console lifts things. It’s a bit odd that the 
door pulls are the only items finished in chrome in the 
whole front cabin too. The rear isn’t bad for legroom 
thanks to a sliding rear bench, although taller occupants 
may find headroom a push. 

Prices sit in the £12,000 to £18,000 bracket and the 
Note is offered in four familiar trim grades - VISIA, 
Acenta, Acenta Premium and Tekna. All models feature 
stop-start ignition systems, six airbags and cruise 
control with a speed limiter. 

Mid-spec Acenta models add air-conditioning, Blue¬ 
tooth connection and rear electric windows, while top 
grade Tekna models feature the Safety Shield pack, 
Nissan Connect, Around View Monitor, part leather 
trim and keyless entry with i-key. 

The entry-level 1.2-litre petrol engine gets 60 miles 
from a gallon of unleaded and even if the driver opts for 
the more powerful 98PS DIG-S supercharged version, 
you’ll actually be looking at improved economy; a return 
of 66mpg should make this one a popular choice. 

Emissions? Again the DIG-S engine comes up trumps. 
This gets 99g/km with the manual gearbox, but you’ll 
have to watch the CVT auto option which bumps things 
up to 119g/km and could have expensive tax implica¬ 
tions for business users. The base 1.2 manages a reason¬ 
able 109g/km with its manual ‘box. 

Of course there will be many who will look at nothing 
but a diesel engine in this class and the 1.5-litre DCI 
powerplant won’t disappoint. 

This returns an incredible 78mpg on the combined 
cycle and emissions are tied right down at just 95g/km. 
Nissan’s start-stop ignition system is fitted to all 
models.
